BOISE, Aug. 10 (/P) — Under warm sunny akies, Idaho's 
voters were choosing today the Republican and Democratic 
nominees for the '1954 November elections. Most predictions 
were for it light turnout, although the primary features a 
colorful fight among Democrats in the Senate race, a stiff 
battle among gubernatorial candidates in both parties, and a 
chance for, some voters to speak thbir minds on the issue of 
public power.
